Washington, Feb. 8— (A.P.)—

sistance from almost u ncou nta­ 
ble sou rces. Not only the tax -in- 
creasing program is bringing 
sq u awks bu t the “cu t till it 
hu rts’’ policy on appropriations 
has u nleached a flood of pro­ 
tests. 
Demands for new ou tlay s are 
piling high. 
There is mu ch dou bt ov er the 
ou tcome of the relief q u estion. 
Solid administration opposition 
to any thing sav oring of the dole 
and democratic objections, ap­ 
peared in themselv es to make 
passage of the bill u nlikely , bu t 
the dislike of many members for 
aligning themselv es against a 
measu re so hu m anitarian in ap­ 
peal, is adding energy to the 
mov es for obtaining a compro­ 
mise not so contrary to the prin­ 
ciples ex pressed by President 
Hoov er and many leaders.

In addition to the distant Pa­ 
cific bases shown on this map, 
the United States has nav al sta­ 
tions on its own west coast,-in­ 
clu ding these at Seattle, San 
Francisco and San Pedro, Calif. 


Vocational Education Is Aid 
To Agriculture, Farmer Says 


In these times of agricu ltu ral 
distress the aid for the farmer 
is not all coming from the fed­ 
eral gov ernment in the form of 
loans or stabilized prices. One 
of the farm er’s chief problems 
is to u nderstand how best to u se 
the land and how best to handle 
the crops and the stock. 
Vocational Edu cation as car­ 
ried on u nder the State Plan in 
u se in Indiana is offering its bit 
to help. This State Plan is sim­ 
ilar to what is being done in 
other states who are cooperating 
with the Federal Gov ernment 
u nder the terms of the Smith- 
Hu ghes Law. 
One of the practical serv ices 
performed in v ocational agricu l­ 
tu re cou rses can be illu strated by 
what Mr. Clinton Bertsch of 
Cambridge City , Indiana say s of 
the work done in that commu n­ 
ity : 
“One of the class activ ities of 


the Washington Township Vo­ 
cational Department is that of 
keeping produ ction records on 
the cows making u p the home 
herds of the boy s taking v oca­ 
tional work. 
“My son is a sophomore in 
school and has completed a 
y ear’s record on my herd of 
dairy cows. In most cases the 
milk is weighed one day each 
month and the test is made the 
same day from samples taken to 
school and tested by the v oca­ 
tional classes. In ou r case we 
weigh the milk daily , which 
helps u s to detect any distu r­ 
bances in ou r herd and makes 
the job of milking more inter­ 
esting. 
“The feed cost, cost of pro­ 
du ction, retu rns from the prod­ 
u ct and profit and loss is figu red 
each month by the boy s at 
school.

Minister Shows In His Sermon 


Before an au dience that well 
filled the chu rch’s au ditoriu m, 
the ev ents connected with the 
dedication of the Main Street 
Christian chu rch 38 y ears ago 
were rev iewed by the minister, 
Fev . Chas. I. Stephenson. 
One of the most interesting 
and inspiring mu sical serv ices 
ev er presented within the chu rch 
was giv en by the choir and or­ 
chestra preceding the ev ening’s 
message. 
Two 
old 
anthems, 
which were u sed in the thirty - 
third anniv ersary serv ice, were 
su ng by the choir, with solo 
parts by Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lu ­ 
cas, and a du et by Mrs. Lu cas 
and John H. Spu rrier, who was 
chorister when the chu rch was 
dedicated on Febru ary 4, 189 4. 
The orchestra’s selections were 
“Joy to the World,” a sacred ov ­ 
ertu re 
arranged 
by 
Fillmore, 
“The Old Chu rch Organ,” by 
Chambers, and “Sacred March,” 
by Lindsay . Miss Janet Dean di­ 
rected the orchestra. 
The minister, u sing as his su b­ 
ject, “An Appeal to Memory ,” 
spoke briefly of the v alu e of 
memory in deepening and en­ 
riching ou r faith, as we recall 
the heroism, faith and sacrifice 
of the past. Ev ery rev iv al or ref­ 
ormation within the chu rch u ni­ 
v ersal had been cau sed, not by 
new doctrines or changed the­ 
ologies, bu t by appeals to mem­ 
ory . It was a passage of scrip­ 
tu re, engrav ed u pon the mem­ 
ory of Martin Lu ther, “the ju st 
shall liv e by faith,” that became 
the spark that ignited the ref­ 
ormation. 
The celebratio n o f the 38 th 


anniv ersary of the dedication of 
the chu rch was ju stified, said 
the minister, by the fact that 
the period du ring which the 
chu rch was erected paralleled 
the present period. He q u oted 
from Thomas’ History of the 
United States, “The bu siness sit­ 
u ation of the cou ntry du ring the 
greater part of the y ear 189 3 was 
v ery gloomy ; not since 1873 had 
there been so many failu res and 
su ch financial depression.” 
In 
189 3 American battleships were 
sent from Shanghai, China, to 
Hawaii to protect American citi­ 
zens in the Hawaiian rev olu tion. 
In the y ear 19 32 American bat­ 
tleships hav e been sent from 
Hawaii to Shanghai, China, for 
the same pu rpose. In 189 4 the 
acu te problem in Washington 
was to raise su fficient rev enu e 
to cov er gov ernmental ex pendi­ 
tu res. In the same y ear labor 
distu rbances in the Pu llman, 
railroad and coal miners’ strikes, 
resu lted in the destru ction of 
many liv es and millions of dol­ 
lars in property , necessitating 
the calling ou t of troops from 
the regu lar army to enforce law. 
In the same y ear large nu mbers 
of working men 'started from 
points in the West for Washing-

It appeared that the Chi­ 
nese had led the enemy into a 
trap, ly ing quiet behind their 
sand bag barricades while the 
J apanese pushed o ut an ad­ 
v ance co lumn.

The n u m ­ 
b er o f traffic acciden ts also fell o ff. Yet the 
n u mb er o f traffic deaths in creased b y mo re than 
3 p er cen t, an d the n u mb er o f sev ere b u t n o n - 
fatal in ju ries in creased ev en mo re. 
The in su ran ce co mp an y ’s in v estig ato rs co n ­ 
clu de that in creased sp eed was the facto r chiefly 
resp o n sib le. It is hard to disag ree with them. 
The mean in g o f this n ew tren d is clear. The 
o dds o f death in an hu to acciden t hav e b een 
sho rten ed. In 1930 there was o n e death in ev ery 
26 acciden ts; last y ear there was o n e death in 
ev ery 25. 
No r do es the in dictmen t ag ain st the mo to rist 
sto p there. The p edestrian seems to b e g ettin g 
mo re cau tio u s; acciden ts in v o lv in g p edestrian s 
fell o ff markedly last y ear. Deaths resu ltin g 
fro m co llisio n s b etween two au to mo b iles, o n the 
o ther han d, sho t u p 24 p er cen t, an d deaths re­ 
su ltin g fro m au to s co llidin g with fix ed o b jects — 
su ch, fo r in stan ce, as lamp p o sts — also in creased 
materially . 
This makes ex tremely u n p leasan t readin g . It 
in dicates that the av erag e mo to rist mu st realize 
mo re clearly than ev er b efo re the ex act n atu re 
o f the resp o n sib ility that rests o n his sho u lders 
when he starts o u t fo r a driv e. It in dicates that 
state an d mu n icip al su p erv isio n o f driv in g is n o t 
n early strin g en t en o u g h. It in dicates, in fact, 
that we still fail to ap p reciate the g reat seri­ 
o u sn ess o f o u r au to mo b ile traffic death p ro b lem.

modern warfare. 
The Woosung battle turn ed 
virtually all atten tion from the 
Ohapei fron t in Shanghai, a l­ 
ready devastated by fire an d the 
fierce bom bardm ents of m any 
day s. 
Foreign residents of the settle­ 
m en t entered a stron g protest 
again st Japan ese airplanes to­ 
day , however, 
with Edwin 
S. 
Cunningham , 
United 
States 
consul general and dean of the 
Consular Corps here, asking him 
to presen t the protest to Japa 
nese 
authorities. 
They 
asked 
th a t the Japan ese airplan es be 
forbidden to fly over the foreign 
quarter. 
The request cf the foreign resi­ 
den ts 
was presented to Consul 
General Cunningham by Briga­ 
dier General E. H. Mac Naghton,

m unicipal council. He urged th a t 
the airplan e flights over the 
quarter endangered the life and 
property of residents by drawing 
the fire of the Chinese guns to­ 
ward the settlem ent.

United States army officials 
said there was a feeling th a t 
American in fan try troops m ight 
be station ed here perm an ently 
from now on as an added pro­ 
tection tb American business in ­ 
terests. Only m arines have been 
sationed here up to now.
